Drug Abuse Is_ Rising 


your child become an addict? 


By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Dept. . 


This is the Ist article in a 13-part series. Almost every 
adult American has been lulled into a false security about 
drug abuse. People have heard and read so much about it 
that the subject has become old news, unless someone in the 
immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our country 
is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of drug 
abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might 
be done about it. 


WHAT'S HAPPENING RIGHT NOW? 

If you are an average American the chances are you ‘feel 
the problem of drug abuse has subsided to the point you can 
stop worrying about it. Nothing could be further from the truth! 
Drug abuse is actually on the rise, radiating from the large 
metropolitan communities to the suburbs, and now on into 
rural areas as well 

We did have a leveling off period. During 1971 the U. S. was 
successful in convincing the Turkish government to prohibit 
the growth of the opium poppie, from which opium is made 
and ultimately heroin produced While Turkey did not ac- 
tually produce the heroin, (it was processed in other countries), 
she was responsible for about 80% ofthe heroin that wound up on 
U.S. illicit street markets, during the late 60's and early '70’s. 
During the Turkish prohibition, "71-74, the effect was dramatic 
with overdose deaths in this country dropping 30%. Heroin av- 
ailability on the streets dropped and the U. S. addict population 
drt opped from an estimated 500,000 to about 200,000. However, 
some reports reaching Washington congressional drug abuse 
committees s now say that during 1974 the number of heroin 

addicts has risen to the alarming area of 600,000 to 800,000. 

Whil e Turkey was out of the poppie business, Mexico, 
having previously supplied only about 10% of the heroin needed to 
supply our addicts, got into the business with renewed enthu- 
siasm. Mexico today produces about 60% of our heroin supply, 
and this is without the new Turkish crop in the picture yet. 

All indicators point to the probability that we are in for a 
definite resurgence of the drug problem, not only with heroin, 
but all of the other drugs of abuse, from marijuana on up. For 
these reasons | personally urge every local resident, espe- 

ially those with children too young to be involved during the 
as =F drug abuse epidemic, to follow this series to its conclusion.

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Actions On Economy Measures 


To The People 


Will Be In Best Interests 
Of Country 


In past years when a lew 
Congress organized for ac 
tion, the main thrust of pu 
blic speculation was on what 
new legislation would be of 
fered, what arguments would 
erupt and what bills would be 
passed or defeated 

With the convening of the 
‘4th Congress on January 14, 
however, it was clearly app 
arent that the main business 
of the Senate and of the Ho 
use would be acting on le 
gislation dealing with the re 
cession and inflation which 
are threatening to undermine 
our economy, and are cau 
sing so much hardship among 
our people 

I am encouraged to be- 
lieve that the Congress will 
provide substantial personal 
income tax cuts, with smaller 
cuts for businesses, and will 
close flagrant tax loopholes 
and will tax excessive pro- 
fits in order to balance the 
loss of tax receipts 

I am hopeful that Congress 
will act with deliberate speed, 
and it is my intention to sup 
port what I consider to be so- 
und tax relief and tax re- 
form measures. I would also 
hope that we could bring about 
substantial reproductions in 
Federal spending to minimize 
as much as possible an an- 
ticipated new Federal deficit 
that could reach a staggering 
$50 billion this fiscal year. 
But I fear this is wishful 
thinking because, as youknow, 
Congress is too prone to in- 
crease spending, not reduce 
it ; 

On my extensive visits th- 
roughout Alabama during the 
recent holidays, and during 


meetings | attended in Ala 
bama on increasingly serious 
farm problems, many people 
expressed hope that the Pre 
sident would be able to af- 
ford strong leadership in gu- 
iding our Nation and our peo- 
ple during this critical per- 
iod 

The President is at the 
crossroads in the crisis of 
leadership. Some months ago 
the President made proposals 
for dealing with the ecomony 
that were virtually ignored 
by the Congress. Many th- 
ought his proposals were too 
timid and too restrained, Now, 
in his State of the Union Ad- 
dress, he has made proposals 
that are both daring and au- 
dacious 


I find myself in sharp dis- 
agreement with some of his 
proposals, I don’t like his 
tax plans that will cause a 
raise of 10 cents per gallon 
on gasoline. But I do like 
his suggestion of a one year 
moratorium on new Federal 
spending programs. It is qu- 
ite obvious that the President 
feels that recession is the 
humber one problem rather 
than inflation. I fear, though, 
that if the President's pro- 
posals are fully implemented, 
the resulting tremendous defi- 
cits in 1975 and 1976 will be 
highly inflationary.

When Will We Fix The Roof? 


People have been asking, 
‘‘What do you think of Pres- 
ident Ford's proposals to get 
us out of this recession, and 
will they work?’’ I have 
mixed emotions. 

The President proposed a 
tax cut, a politically popular 
thing to do, especially since 
the liberal-controlled Con- 
gress is also calling for a 
tax cut. It is rather unu- 
sual, however, that in less 
than six months the Presi- 
dent has turned 179 degrees 
from his originally proposed 
five percent surtax. To be 
sure, a tax cut rebate will 
stimulate the economy, but 
what about inflation? 

He proposed an increase 
in the crude oil tax, a poli- 
tically unpopular thing to do 
Unfortunately, an increase in 
the price of crude oil not 
only amounts to a gas tax, 
an on again-off again pro- 
posal, but an increase in all 
petro-chemical products and 
energy produced by cil I 
share the President's desire 
to achieve energy self-suffi- 
ciency, but I question the ef- 
fectiveness of a crude oil tax 
One wonders if the increase 
in utility rates, gas prices 
and the cost of goods with a 
petroleum base will not off- 
set tax savings that might 
occur from a tax rebate. Ido, 
however, find that I substan- 
tially agree with the Presi- 
dent’s other energy proposals.

five percent limit on a cost of 
living raise for civil service 
and military employees and 
social security payments. 
However, this proposal is po- 
litically unpopular and with a 
liberal-controlled Congress 
is probably doomed to fai- 
lure. 

But, even if the liberal- 
controlled Congress agreed 
100 percent with the Presi- 
dent’s proposals and passed 
no additional spending legis- 
lation, we would still have 
deficit spending to the tune 
of $30 billion. With the ex- 
pected free-spending pro- 
posals by the liberal-con- 
trolled Congress, the budget 
deficit should be nearer $50 
billion. With such massive 
deficits our old enemy, in- 
flation, will probably be th- 
riving. 

It appears that President 
Ford has suggested the usual 
moves to end recession. To 
bring us out of the five re- 
cessions since the end of Wo- 
rid War Il, the government 
has traditionally cut taxes, 
made credit easier and in- 
creased budget deficits. 

These one-shot, tradition- 
al, idealistic approaches to 
propping up a sagging eco- 
nomy have worked, but they 
remind me of the problem 
of the man with the leaky 
roof. When it rains the man 
can't get outside to fix his 
roof, so he just spreads+bu- 
ckets around to catch the wa- 
ter. When it’s sunny there's 
no needs to fix the leaks so 
he stores the buckets. When 
will we fix the roof?

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Although ornamental gourds 
do grow as vines and need 
plenty of room, they can be 
grown up a_chain-link-fence, 
trellis or chicken’ wire to save 
space, and they need a good 
sunny location. 


Male and female flowers grow 
on the same plant. You can tell 
the females by the immature 
baby gourd at the base of each 
flower, When it is pollinated by 
an insect carrying pollen from 
the male flower, the baby gourd 
will then grow quite fast. 


During late summer and fal} 
the vines produce hard, odd- 
Shaped gourds, Some look like 
pears and oranges, Others re- 
semble bottles and eggs, while 


some will be wartéd or striped. 

The gourds should be picked 
with a short piece of stem in- 
tact, then dried and varnished 
to make long lasting decora- 
tions, Children will also love to 
play with the many different 
Shapes, creating animals and 
birds by sticking legs and heads 
on them, 


Another trick, 
gourds are half-grown is to 
scratch your child’s name on 
the skin. Where the skin is 
scratched the gourd will form 
a scab, and as it grows your 
child's name will be perma- 
nently displayed, growing bigger 
as the gourd grows big.

SOYBEANS 

Quite a few Coffee Ccunty 
farmers will be planting soy- 
beans this year for the first 
time, The varieties we re- 
commend in the order of their 
maturity are as follows: Davis, 
McNair 600, Bragg, Ransom, 
Hampton 266, McNair 800, Hut- 
ton and Cobb. For example, 
following wheat the Ransom or 
Bragg variety would be ideal, 

There are several broad- 
leaf weed and grass control 
treatments that can be used 
on soybeans. 1 plan to get 
together all of this material 
within the next few weeks and 
‘send to each Coffee County 
larmer. 

For example, there are pre- 
plant incorporated materials. 
There are also materials that 
can be put onimmediately after 
planting and before beans come 
up. Other materials can be put 
on when the beans are crack- 


ing the ground. Still other mat- 
erials are recommended to be 
sprayed directly on the top of 
the beans and others are post- 
directed sprays after the beans 
are 6-12 inches high. 


ARIZONA CYPRESS AND 
PINES 

We have a limited number of 
Arizona Cypress seedlings at 
our office and also a few thou- 
sand pine trees. There are 
available to the public in small 
quantities A lot of people 
like to plant a few pines and 
cypress around their property 
each year. 

Arizona Cypress makes a 
beautiful Christmas tree, and 
many people plant 25-50 of 
these each year tokeepa supply 
of trees coming along. They 
also make excellent screens 
or barriers on property lines 
and for other uses.

NEW VARIETIES 

There are some relatively 
new varieties of early-bearing 
pecan trees on the market now. 
One new variety growing inthis 
area is Cape Fear pecan. 

It will bear pecans at four 
years of age whileit takes some 
old varieties ten years to bear 
fruit. Old varieties are planted 
at the rate of ten trees per 
acre, while Cape Fear pecans 
are planted at 36 trees per acre. 

Pecans offer a way to get 
extra income from grassland 
on good soils, but they require 
good planning and management.

Despite losing two games last week, the Elba basketball 
team showed promising improvement 

The Tigers lost to Enterprise 75-54, but battled the 4A 
Wildcats to even terms in the first half, before falling to the 
stronger Enterprise team 

Even though New Brockton dropped Elba 67-54 Friday 
night, the Tigers played probably their best game of the 
year.

City Without Cigarettes. 
Members of thé city council in 
u midwestern community became 


so worried about the cigarette 
problem that they decided to “zo 
all the way.” They passed an or- 
dinance forbidding the smoking of 
cigarettes anywhere. uny time. 
within the city limits. 

In short order, a man was ar- 
rested for smoking on a downtown 
sidewalk. But instead of paying 
the fine. he chose to make a test 
suse out of it. And after due de- 
liberation, the court ruled that the 
ordinance Was unconstitutional 
—"an unreasonable interference 
with the private rights of the citi- 
fen.” ‘ 

The decision illustrates that 
even in the field of public health. 
there are limits to the power of 
covernment. Nevertheless, more 
moderate regulation of cigarette 
smoking has been upheld re- 
peatedly 

Thus. another court sustained a 
city ordinance against smoking in 
street cars. Finding this a reason 
able approach to the 
problem. the court commented 

Smoking is agreeable to those 
who have the habit.

The couple is now residing 
in Clovis, New Mexico, 
where Mr. Kelley is serving in 
the Air Force. 


But, if you're buying flow- 
ers, remember they are highly 
perishable and you should only 
buy cut flowers from a dis- 
play that appears to have fresh 
water. 

Wide open flowers also in- 
dicate age and should be av- 
oided. Limp foliage suggests 
that the base Of stems have 
been plugged and little. if any. 
water has been reaching leaves 
and petals. Don't purchase 
flowers in a small cooler which 
has allowed bruising of leaves 
and petals. 


CORN-ON-THE-COB 

When using frozen corn-on 
the-cob, it should be partially 
thawed before cooking. so that 
the cob will be heated through 
b¢ the time the corn is cooked 
Holding corn after thawing o1 
cooking causes sogginess 

Roasted frozen corn-on-the 
cob? It’s easy. Just partially 
thaw the ears first--then brush 
with melted butter or mar 
garine--salt and roast at 400 
degrees F. (hot oven) about 20 
minutes

“Aunt Mary” is a Methodist 
and attended the Methodist Ch- 
urch located in Victoria, but 
which no longer exists today 

She used to play the piano 
and organ and she taught music 


many years. Mr. Clyde Good- 
son. her son, said she used to 
be paid in gold and silver for 
the lessons, because there 
Wasnt many greenbacks ar- 
ound and she saved five $5 


gold pieces and gave one to each 
of her five sons---he said he'd 
guess she probably had them 
60-65 years when 
the gold pieces to them. When 
asked her favorite color, she 
quickly and firmly answered, 


she gave 


“Yellow.” When asked her fav- 
orite flower, she couldn’t re- 
member the name of it, but 
said it was mostly found in the 
colors of yellow and pink and 
as I don’t know anything about 
flowers, I couldn’t help her 
out much. I named some flow- 
ers, but, never did name the 
right one; but, she did say, 
“Gladiolus are mighty pretty.” 
Her favorite season is, “Fall, 
when the leaves change col- 
ors on the trees and are so 
pretty.” When asked her hob- 
bies, she replied, “I liked to 
cook.” When asked what she 
cooked, she said, “Cake, cus- 
tard, first one thing and then 
another, homemade biscuit for 
my boys.”

Alabama Largest 


Soybean Crop 
Intended For 75 


Alabama farmers intend to 
increase planted acreage of 
soybeans by 24 percent from 
1974, according to the Ala- 
bama Crop and Livestock Re 
porting Service. If these in- 
tentions are carried out, 
1,300,000 acres of soybeans 
will be planted in 1975. This 
would be the State’s largest 
soybean crop on record andthe 
largest acreage devoted to a 
Single crop since 1961 when 
1,476,000 acres of corn were 
grown, 

On the other hand, farm- 
ers are planning to plant the 
smallest cotton crop since re- 
cords began in 1866. Inten- 
tions show that only 370,000 
acres will be planted to cot- 
ton. This acreage would be 
39 percent smaller than that 
planted in 1974 and 28 per- 
cent below the previous record 
low acreage planted in 1967. 
The largest acreage of cotton 
in Alabama was 3,872,000 acres 


in 1911 and more than 3 mil- . 


lion acres were grown as rec- 
ently as 1933, 

The corn crop is indicated 
to be 740,000 acres. This 
would be 3 percent greater than 
1974 and the largest crop since 
1969, 


Official Results 
Confirmed By 


Peanut Growers 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture recently announc- 
ed official resutls of the Dec- 
ember %-13 Referendum, con- 
firming peanut growers have 
approved use of marketing quo- 
tas for peanut crops to be 


produced in 1975, 1976, and 
1977. 
Peanut marketing quotas 


have been in effect since 1949. 
Since growers now have ap- 
proved quotas for another 3- 
year period, it will not be nec- 
essary for them to vote again 
before 1977. Under the quota 
program, marketing penalties 
will apply to excess peanuts 
of growers who do not comply 
with acreage allotment. The 
marketing quota penalty is 
equal to 75 percent of the 
price-support level for pea- 
nuts. Price support will be 
available to eligible growers 
who comply with their peanut 
allotments. The law directs 


peanut price support under quo- 
tas at a level between 75 and 
90 percent of parity, with the
